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RCNIP cracking down on rural seatbelt misuse

Better buckle up. 

As of June 3, RCMP across the 
province are cracking down on 
sealtbelt misuse and non-use on 
Alberta’s rural roads. 

This countermeasure stems 
from a rural seatbelt survey that 
has recently been conducted. The 
RCMFJ along with the Alberta 
Centre for Injury Control and 
Research (ACICR), Mission Pos¬ 
sible and provincial traffic safety 
partners have identified that one 


of the leading public safety prob¬ 
lems on rural roads is the non¬ 
use of seatbelts and child re¬ 
straints. 

The survey found that on av¬ 
erage only 69.2% of people in 
rural Alberta are wearing their 
seatbelts, where 89% of city driv¬ 
ers are buckled in. 

'Those numbers are very trou¬ 
bling," said RCMP Staff Sergeant 
Steve MacDonald, "K" Division 
Provincial Traffic Coordinator, 
"because unbuckled occupants 


are twice as likely to be killed or 
critically injured in the event of 
a collision." 

The RCMP, along with 
ACICR, Mission Possible and 
other traffic safety partners are 
hoping to increase the percent¬ 
age of rural Albertan seatbelt 
wearers to 95% by the end of the 
year by running major Selective 
Traffic Enforcement Programs 
(STEPs) during peak collision 
periods. 

These STEP campaigns will 


combine education, awareness, 
enforcement and evaluation 
strategies to raise the percentage 
as well as substantially reducing 
intersection violations. 

Unbuckled victims are hard 
on all Albertans, whether it's in¬ 
creased health care costs, insur¬ 
ance or social or emotional costs. 

"These collisions exact a heavy 
emotional toll on the officers as 
well, who have to investigate the 
collision and serve notification of 
death. Every officer on the job 


dreads going to a family to no¬ 
tify them of a death, especially 
when it was absolutely prevent¬ 
able," said Didsbury RCMP Ser¬ 
geant Ron Platz. 

Health Authority 5 is pleased 
with the direction that the 
RCMP are taking. 

"We support the principle of 
zero tolerance for non-use and 
misuse of seatbelts and child re¬ 
straints. Seatbelts are the single 
most effective means we cur-

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Two taken to hospital after accident last week

A seven-year-old boy and his father were rushed to the 
Didsbury Hospital last Thursday morning after being involved 
in a motor vehicle accident. 

At approximately 8:40 a.m. a truck pulling a deck trailer, 
which was heading eastbound on Westcott Road, was crossing 
Range Road 2.00 when a northbound truck hit the trailer. 

The truck pulling the trailer did not see the other vehicle 
approaching. 

The lone driver of the truck pulling the trailer had no 
injuries and was wearing his seatbelt at the time of the 
accident. 

The two occupants of the northbound truck, a father and his 
young son, were taken to the hospital by ambulance following 
the accident. 

The father was wearing his seatbelt, but the seven-year-old 
was not at the time. 

Neither the father or son received life-threatening injuries. 
The father was released the same day, but the boy was kept over 
night in the hospital. 

Sergeant Ron Platz of the Didsbury RCMP detachment says 
that an investigation is being conducted into this matter and 
that charges are pending. 

He says that the intersection of Westcott Road and RR 2.00 
is not one that should be causing collisions hut that "we seem 
to have more accidents there than we should." 



Local family returns home for a visit from Nigeria

It was 23 years ago when 
Dan Snyder first received a call¬ 
ing from God to serve Him on a 
mission trip. 

Snyder had packed up and 
left for Ni¬ 
geria, a 
country 
struggling 
economi¬ 
cally and 
politically, 
but thirst¬ 
ing for 
more 
knowledge 
of God and 
His love. 

Today 
Snyder is 
still in Ni- 
g e r i a 
along with 
wifeJanet, 
whom he 
had met 
and mar¬ 
ried in Ni¬ 
geria, and 
they 
couldn't be 
happier. 

"That’s where we feel that 
God's called us to be right now," 
said Dan. 

The Snyders, who are mem¬ 
bers of the Evangelical Mission¬ 
ary Church of Canada (EMCC) 
missionary group, try and come 
home to Didsbury every two or 
three years for a couple of 
months. 

Dan teaches Math and Eng¬ 
lish at a middle school in the 
city Jos. Janet is the librarian 
at the same school, which has 
250 students. 


The school is actually run on 
an American system, it's not 
that much different than a Ca¬ 
nadian school," said Dan. 

"It's a school set up specifi¬ 
cally for educating missionary 
chil¬ 
dren," 
added 
J anet.

A lot of the times 
there are no text books for the 
students either. 

The quality of life in Nigeria 
is not as good as here in North

-rently have of reducing the injuries and fatalities as a 
result of motor vehicle collisions," said a HA5 representative. 

On May 22, an increased awareness and education cam¬ 
paign went into effect across the province which provides the 
public with information about the need for and use of seatbelts 
and child safety seats. 

During the first two weeks of June, the RCMP will be 
observing a zero tolerance for the non-use and misuse of 
seatbelts and child safety seats. 

Any driver who is operating a vehicle with unrestrained 
occupants under the age of 16 will be charged, adult occupants 
will be charged as well. The cost of either ticket is $57. 


America. Approximately 70-80% 
of the Nigerians are very poor. 

"The farmers usually raise 
enough food to feed themselves 
and their families for the year 
and that's it," said Dan. "The 
average wage of a Nigerian for a 
year is about US $350." 

Of course the cost of living is 
not nearly as high as here, but 
it still does not make up for it. 

There are definitely some rich 
people in Nigeria, however, a 
lot of them are quite corrupt. 

"Lots of people who get rich, 
got rich by being corrupt," said 
Dan, "Nigeria is the second most 
corrupt country in the world." 

The Snyders say there really 
isn't a whole lot of tension be¬ 
tween the poor and rich, but 
rather between tribal groups 
and religious groups. 

According to the Snyders, a 
fair amount of people do know a 
lot about God, but they are want¬ 
ing to learn more. 

"The students who go through 
primary and secondary school 
have religious knowledge," says 
Dan, "a lot of them are very 
conversive with the Bible. But 
at the same time there is a real 
hunger to know more about the 
Bible and to know God person¬ 
ally." 

Dan says there is a lot of 
evidence of this as they see many 
of them involved in Theological 
education and Bible studies. 

Janet participates in Bible 
studies and Dan teaches Sun¬ 
day school. 

The climate there is moder¬ 
ate year round. It is generally 
between 10 degrees Celsius and 
30 degrees Celsius. 

"There are basically two sea¬ 
son; rain season and dry sea¬ 
son," laughs Janet. It rains 
about 150 cm a year in Nigeria. 

Politics has taken a turn for 
the better. The new democrati¬ 
cally elected President 
Obasamjo, a Christian, has 
taken over. 

For the prior 15 years Ni¬ 
geria was under a military dic¬ 
tatorship. General Abacha was 
responsible for many human 
rights convictions and was 
known to be very corrupt. How¬ 
ever, under Obasamjo things 
are looking very positive says 
the Snyders. 

"People have a sense of hope 


now, before they felt there was 
nothing they could do about it. 
Now there is a legal process 
they can go through. Things 
are beginning to improve and 
they hope it'll continue to go 
that way," said Janet. 

Nigeria borders four coun¬ 
tries in Niger, Chad, Cameroon 
and Benin Republic. 

The population of Nigeria is 
estimated at 110 million and the 
area is slightly larger than Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. One-fifth of Af¬ 
rica lives in Nigeria. 

People always ask the 
Snyders if they were to come to 
Nigeria what would they see. 

"I tell them wall-to-wall peo¬ 
ple," says Dan. 

"There is no place you can go 
that you are away from every¬ 
body. You may think you are, 
but you aren’t," laughs Dan. 

The Snyders reside on the 
school campus in a place they 
compare to an average two bed¬ 
room apartment. 

They do have carpets, run¬ 
ning hot and cold water and 
indoor plumbing - much to their 
happiness. 

Transportation is mainly 
through a taxi service. There 


are a lot of taxis around and 
they are not that expensive. The 
average Nigerian does not own 
a vehicle. 

Televisions are fairly com¬ 
mon, especially in the cities. 
Although a lot of the time they 
are run off a car battery. VCR's 
and radios are really common, 
but microwaves are a definite 
luxury. Cable has just come 
into existence for them, but it's 
more like a satellite broadcast. 

The Snyders are planning to 
return to Nigeria at the end of 
July for another two or three 
years. 

The year 2006 is temporarily 
in place as to when the Snyders 
will retire from being mission¬ 
aries - at least overseas anyway. 

"We enjoy travelling and 
would consider going to a vari¬ 
ety of places to substitute for a 
short term,” said Janet. 

The Snyders tell everyone 
who is seriously thinking about 
becoming a missionary to really 
sit down and thing if that is 
what God wants you to do. 

"The initial step is often a 
very dramatic one,” said Dan. 

"Don't be impatient, be open 
to going and don't rush into it."

Put those hoses away because a water ban has been put into 
effect for the Town of Didsbury. 

This recent water restriction went into effect on June 4 after 
the Town was advised so by the Mountain View Regional Water 
Services Commission. 

The ban is a result of high consumption rates by Town 
residents because of excessive lawn and garden watering and 
car washing. 

"We're in a critical situation right now," said Director of 
Operational Services for the Town of Didsbury, Wes Yeoman. 
"Too much water is being used, period. We're using way more 
than we should." 

Yeoman says that the Town is on a Level 4 restriction, which 
is the highest possible. This means that residents are to 
eliminate the use of water for lawns and other non-essential 
purposes. He says that conservative hand watering of gardens 
is allowed. 

"There will be an adequate water supply if people start 
conserving," Yeoman said. 

Yeoman reminds residents that the golf course and the 
hospital are on their own well systems.

While there we stayed at the 
River front of Riverside (the 
name has escaped me ) Inn. 
now, as you well know, the 
motel is situated about a two 
minute drive from the arena. 
We felt lucky to have picked a 
motel that was so close for com¬ 
muting to and from the arena, 
as we found ourselves doing 
much of the weekend . However 
that commute proved to be a 
bitter experience for some of our 
drivers, as three of them were 
issued SEATBELT tickets on 
Saturday afternoon !!! No, they 
weren’t wearing their seatbelts, 
and yes it is the law....but we 
were only two minutes from 
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where we were going !!! So that 
night of course over a few drinks 
in our rooms, we discussed, and 
made jokes about, (some at 
your expense, I might add...,) 
The fines these three motorists 
were facing.

weekend for us all); my husband woke up right around then 
and we chatted, thus pulling me out of my "drivers daze.” We 
drove on for about 5 minutes when we spotted something up 
ahead; some vehicles, a couple people milling about, some¬ 
thing at the side of the road. As we got closer we could see that 
there had been an accident of some sort, the something at the 
side of the road turned out to be debris. And at about the same 
time that we saw that the truck was totalled in the ditch was 
in fact the one that our son was riding in. We also saw the 
driver of the truck walk right up to our car, very calmly ( or 
maybe in shock ), and inform us immediately that everyone 
was ok. He then proceeded to tell us, and he felt just terrible, 
that he had fallen asleep. Apparently the truck crossed the 
centre line, hit an approach, at which time the driver woke up, 
so he tried to regain control of the vehicle, and in doing so 
ended up rolling into a ditch. The wife came over and, visually 
was very upset (naturally) apologized as having our son in 
their vehicle and that the accident occurred. We could see the 
boys running around, looking at the truck, amazed at the 
damage that occurred. There was really no reason for either 
my husband or I to be upset. Upon further scrutiny of the truck 
we realized that nobody would have walked away, had they not 
been wearing their seat belts. While waiting for the police to 
arrive, we discussed the seat belt thing and Gary, the driver of 
the truck, said that if it weren't for the tickets that the others 
had gotten the night before, he probably wouldn't have in¬ 
sisted that everybody buckle up. He, like my husband, myself 
and many people we know were 'sometimes' seatbelt wearers. 
Yes, my husband received a ticket from you the night before, 
but its a small price to pay for the life of my son. It was a lesson 
for everybody and none of us have ridden without a seatbelt 
since the accident occurred. It really validated the message of 
seatbelts and why we are fined if we don't wear them.

Recently I introduced a Pri¬ 
vate Members Motion in the 
House of Commons that calls 
on the government to amend 
the Income Tax Act to provide 
a tax credit of $500 to all emer¬ 
gency service volunteers, such 
as volunteer firefighters.

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Fighting air pollution straight front the mouth

Breathing, and living. The two 
go hand in hand. You stop living, 
you stop breathing. You stop 
breathing, you stop living. 

Profound, n'est-ce-pas? Hey, 
bear with me. These are the kinds 
of golden philosophical nuggets 
that earned the Senate the right 
to call itself the Upper Chamber. 

I joke - but the right to breathe 
is a deadly serious issue. Our 
lungs and heart are at the nub of 
our existence. Every time some¬ 
one starts up a car, or a new 
industry, or clears more land 
anywhere in the world, it has 
some effect on each of our capaci¬ 
ties to keep doing what most of 
us love best - staying alive. 

I celebrate the fact that envi¬ 
ronmentalists are fighting a val¬ 
iant, global battle to reduce air 
pollution so that we humans - 
the scientific wizards of the uni¬ 
verse don't self-destruct. But it is 
a Herculean struggle. There are 
six billion people out there, soon 
to be ten billion, and many of 
them are living at a subsistent 
level. They are desperate, and 
the fate of the environment isn't 
their most immediate concern. 

This means, sadly enough, 
that any inroads we make to¬ 
ward lessening the deterioration 
of the quality of our air over the 
next few generations are likely to 
be incremental, at best. 

I have at least made an effort 


to help out in this arena - my 
Alternative Fuels Act, designed 
to switch the federal govern¬ 
ment's fleet of vehicles to more 
environmentally-friendly fuels, 
came into effect in April, 1997, 
and I am currently investigating 
just how diligent bureaucrats 
have been about implementing 
it. 

But these small efforts are 
being counteracted daily by new, 
environment allydestructive 
measures that work for people in 
terms of reduced costs, or in¬ 
creased profits, or just plain stay¬ 
ing alive. Of course nomads who 
live on the edges of deserts should 
not be chopping down trees and 
encouraging the desert to ex¬ 
pand Yet, if they have no other 
source of fuel, they are unlikely 
to desist just because it would 
make for a better planet. 

The fact that the battle for 
clear air is up against such heart¬ 
breaking and determined opposi¬ 
tion makes it much more difficult 
to accept the resistance in Canada 
to bringing in measures to try to 
minimize the damage to hearts 
and lungs caused by second-hand 
smoke. 

Some people try to pooh-pooh 
the effects of second-hand smoke. 
But according to Physicians for 
a Smoke-Free Canada, second¬ 
hand smoke exposure may be 
killing an estimated 4,700 Cana¬ 
dians annually.

Being in a smoke-filled bar for 
eight hours is the same as smok¬ 
ing a fistful of cigarettes. Being 


in a smoke-filled home for the 
first 18 years of your life puts a 
young person at a real disadvan¬ 
tage of living a full and healthy 
life.

Alberta's public health care 
system will cover special high 
cost dental treatment for Alber¬ 
tans with congenital conditions, 
cancer or other trauma who 
require certain orthodontic 
services, Health and Wellness 
Minister Halvar Jonson an¬ 
nounced today.

As part of government's Six- 
Point Plan to protect and im¬ 
prove Alberta's publicly funded 
health system, a pilot project 
will be established for which 
eligible Alberta residents will 
have to meet a set of specified 
criteria The project will be es¬ 
tablished under the Treatment 
Services Regulation, under 
which the Cleft Palate Indem¬ 
nity Program is also adminis¬ 
tered, and will be evaluated over 
the next year.

About the Review Process... 

In January 2000, the Alberta Energy and Utilities Board 
(EUB) initiated a review of the public health and safety 
requirements for Alberta's sour gas facilities. To receive 
input from the public, the first stage of the consultation 
will involve Regional Discussion Sessions to be held in 
selected Alberta communities this June. In addition, the 
Committee has initiated a consultation process for First 
Nations and Metis Settlements. In September and 
October, the Committee will come back to individuals 
that participated in the June sessions asking them to 
review a "Directions" document which will outline the 
Committee's proposed recommendations. 

The scope of this consultation is focussed on health and 
public safety issues related to sour gas and does not 
include : the review of possible long-term or chronic 
effects of exposure to very low levels of sour gas on 
human or animal health; sulphur recovery (e.g. 
grandfathering, large plant versus several small plants); 
flaring; and, compensation relating to costs associated 
with emergency incidents. These issues are currently 
being dealt with by other organizations or committees.

I am currently the Environment and Conservation Con¬ 
venor for Jackson WI. This means that once a year I am 
required to find something on Enviroment and Conserva¬ 
tion that is educational and a bit entertaining and present 
it to my group. I was scheduled for May and about the time 
I began mulling over my presentation the Bluebirds began 
to arrive. If there is anything prettier than a Bluebird I 
don't expect to see it in this life and although they are 
becoming more common in this area, that flash of purest, 
most heavenly blue, that signals their arrival, still takes 
my breath away. 

My sister works for the City of Calgary. I began by 
asking her if she knew how I could find out who manages 
the Bluebird Trails in this area. A City of Calgary Conser¬ 
vation officer gave her a list of leads and from that I phoned 
the Calgary Field Naturalists Society. I told them I wanted 
information on Bluebirds and they gave me Don Stiles name 
and number in Calgary. When he answered his phone I 
began by telling him who I was and what organization I 
represented. "Do you know anything about W.I.? ” I asked. 
"Oh yes," he said, "My Mother was a W.I. member, maybe 
you knew her. Marjorie Stiles from Didsbury." And then he 
went on to say, "Do you still write for the paper?" 

I remember Marjorie Stiles very well. She was a wonder¬ 
ful person, very active in her community, a devoted member 
of Mountain View W.I., a teacher, supporter and judge for 
4H, and a member of Mountainaire Toastmasters until 
shortly before her death. She probably did a lot more things 
that I am not aware of and she must have been a good 
Mother as well, since her son turned out to be a caring, 
conservationist Bird Person. 

Don Stiles grew up in Didsbury, he is a retired Geophysi¬ 
cist and has been active with the Bluebird Trail Project 
since 1977. He is currently the Coordinator of Bluebird 
Trails in the Calgary Area. The Calgary Area is Longview 
to Sundre and East to Didsbury. It started in 1980 with 7 
trails, there are now over 50 of them. It's a lovely success 
story but it really begins in 1955 when a man named Charlie 
Ellis set out a nest box in his back yard. Tree swallows 
nested in it but Sparrows moved in and not only killed the 
female swallow but built their own nest over her body. This 
was too much for Mr. Ellis, he began a war on Sparrows and 
a campaign to save native birds. He eventually tended a 300 
box trail and saw his bluebird population grow from one 
pair to more than 60 pairs in only 2 decades. The highest 
density of Bluebird population ever recorded. Don showed 
us a charming video of Mr. Ellis tending his bird boxes. He 
kept white feathers in his hat band and swallows swooped 
down and took them both from his hat and from his hand. 
He also fed birds in the winter, shoveling up to 2 tons of 
sunflower seeds a year into troughs originally meant for 
cattle. 

In the 1980s environment and conservation organiza¬ 
tions began to recognize the achievements of Charlie and 
his sister Winnie and when Union Carbide wanted to build 
an ethylene glycol plant on the Ellis farm they agreed to 
continue the Ellis Legacy through a non profit charitable 
company. Charlie died in 1990 and Winnie moved to a 
retirement home in Lacombe but their work continues. 
Myrna Pearman is the Farm's resident biologist and she 
oversees various educational programs in schools and 
other groups and oversees a 450 box trail that includes 
scientific research and a banding program. 

The farm is beautiful, with water, butterfly and hum¬ 
mingbird gardens . There are bat and bumblebee boxes and 
toad houses. The flowers are wonderful. They have a gift 
shop and even a Tea House which was once Winnifred's 
home and you take tea and dainties from Winnifred's fine 
bone china. Take Highway 2 North to Red Deer, turn east 
on 597, 14 miles to Prentiss Road, north on Prentiss 9 ks 
to the farm. Open during the Summer Months, call 403-885- 
4477 for more information. Don was a great guest, his wife 
Daphne came with him and Walt Granville who monitors 
the trail from Watervalley to Highway 22. I wish we had 
time to monitor a trail. If I could just get Ralph to retire!

ocus on 


the Family 



James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: I am uncomfortable using rewards to influ¬ 
ence my kids. It seems too much like bribery to me. I’d like to 
hear your views on the subject. 

DR. DOBSON: Many parents feel as you do, and in 
response I say, don’t use them if you are philosophically 
opposed to the concept. It is unfortunate, however, that one 
of our most effective teaching tools is often rejected because 
of what I would consider to be a misunderstanding of terms. 
Our entire society is established on a system of rewards, yet 
we don’t want to apply them where they are needed most: with 
young children. As adults, we go to work each day and receive 
a paycheck every other Friday. Getting out of bed each 
morning and meeting the requirements of a job are thereby 
rewarded. Medals are given to brave soldiers, plaques are 
awarded to successful business people and watches are 
presented to retiring employees. Rewards make responsible 
efforts worthwhile. The main reason for the overwhelming 
success of capitalism is that hard work and personal disci¬ 
pline are rewarded materially. The great weakness of social¬ 
ism is the absence of reinforcement; why should a person 
struggle to achieve if there is nothing special to be gained? 
This system is a destroyer of motivation, yet some parents 
seem to feel it is the only way to approach children. They 
expect little Marvin to carry responsibility simply because it 
is noble for him to do so. They want him to work and learn 
and sweat for the sheer joy of personal accomplishment. He 
isn’t going to buy it! Consider the alternative approach to the 
“bribery” I’ve recommended. How are you going to get your 
5-year-old son to behave more responsibly? The most fre¬ 
quently used substitutes are nagging, complaining, begging, 
screaming, threatening and punishing. The mother who 
objects to the use of rewards may also go to bed each evening 
with a headache, vowing to have no more children. She 
doesn’t like anything resembling a “bribe,” yet later she will 
give money to her child when some opportunity comes along. 
Since her youngster never earns his own cash, he doesn’t 
learn how to save it or spend it wisely or pay tithe on it. The 
toys she buys him are purchased with her money, and he 
values them less. But most important, he is not learning the 
self-discipline and personal responsibility that are possible 
through the careful reinforcement of that behavior. Yes, I do 
believe the judicious use of rewards can be very helpful to 
parents. But they’re not for everyone. 

QUESTION: I have always been a good student, and I want 
to go to either law school or medical school. That means I could 
be in my mid or late 20s by the time I graduate and get on with 
my life. But I also want to be a wife and mother and stay home 
with my children. I can’t figure out how to reach both these 
goals. How can I be a professional and a mother, too? 

DR. DOBSON: You’ve described a dilemma that millions of 
young women struggle with today. Three competing choices lie 
before them — whether to have a career, be a wife and mother, 
or attempt to do both. It is a decision that will have implications 
for everything that is to follow. Since you don’t yet have plans 
to get married, I would recommend that you press ahead with 
your academic goals. Once your training is complete, you will 
still have all the options available to you. If by that time you are 
married and want to become a full-time mother, you can put 
your career on hold for a few years or leave it altogether. 
Remember, you can always return to it after the children are 
older. Only you can decide what is best for yourself, of course. 

I would strongly suggest that you make it a matter of prayer as 
you seek the Lord’s will for your life.

Way of life: God-made heroes

This past week Canada said 
good-bye to a hero. As the 
country bid farewell to "The 
Rocket", a man was honoured 
as a great hockey player and 
as a great person. Again, I was 
reminded that we love our he¬ 
roes. We hang their pictures 
on our walls. We pay big bucks 
to watch them perform. Why, 
we even dress like them. Cer¬ 
tainly, there will always be 
exceptional people who make 
their mark in the world and 
who deserve special honour. 
So does that mean only excep¬ 
tional people can he heroes? 

A few years ago I had the 
difficult task of conducting a 
funeral for an 18-year-old girl 
killed in a vehicle accident. 
The incident received a lot of 
media attention because one 
of the occupants in the vehicle 
was related to a well-known 
"hero" in the sports world. The 
fact that this girl died appeared 
as a one-sentence "tag" at the 
end of lengthy articles and 
newscasts which focused on 
the better-known names. 

Well, at the funeral for this 
girl hundreds came to honour 
their "hero". Not because she 
was famous, but because of 
who she was as a person and 
what she meant to them: a 
great friend, a hard worker, a 
team player, a good listener, a 
caring heart. The whole expe¬ 
rience made me think that 
we've got this hero thing all 
mixed up. Heroes aren't the 
exceptional people who've made 
it. It isn't so much about what 
you've done, as it is who you 
are as a person. In that sense 
every person is called to be 
what I call a God-made hero, 
simply by being the person 
God intended. 

My role model is Jesus 
Christ. He came to earth with 
a message about what makes 


true heroes and then He 
showed us the way by model¬ 
ling love in a way never seen 
before. If that were not 
enough, He sacrificed His life 
for you and for me, so that we 
could know God personally and 
understand what it means to 
be truly human. In His mind 
God-made heroes follow two 
principles what He called the 
two most important command¬ 
ments: love God with all your 
heart, soul, mind and 
strength, and love people as 
yourself. (Matthew 22:34-40) 

As a young person, my fas¬ 
cination with my heroes only 
revealed a discontent with who 
I was. When I embraced Jesus 
Christ as my Saviour, I dis¬ 
covered that God simply 
wanted me to accept myself as 
His creation. My first purpose 
in this world is to love Him 
totally. 

For over twenty-five years 
now, it has been my aim to live 
each day for Him and with 
Him. I don't claim to do that 
perfectly, but one thing is cer¬ 
tain, I'm not worried about 
measuring up to some hero in 
this world. Loving God means 
living each day in a way that 
honours His principles and 
values. It means turning to 
Him in prayer with all the 
concerns and needs of this life. 

As you do that, you will 
discover an incredible love the 
people in your life. In the mind 
of Jesus, God-made heroes are 
people who understand and 
respect the inherent value of 
every person in this world. 
Every relationship is a treas¬ 
ure to be cherished. You laugh 


with people, not at them. You 
know the difference between 
conversation and gossip, be¬ 
tween being honest and being 
cruel. You get the picture. 
Loving people is what makes 
true heroes. That's why I love 
Jesus so much, because he 
loved me "even when I was a 
sinner." And you know what 
I've discovered. People who 
love God's way have no re¬ 
grets. They are the people who 
are remembered with appre¬ 
ciation and love. They are the 
people of whom others say, "I 
want to be just like them."

You're everything I 
would like to be. I could fly 
higher than an eagle; you were 
the wind beneath my wings." 

I think that's getting close 
to what God-made heroes are 
all about. Most of us will never 
be famous. We don't have to 
be. 

The real heroes of this world 
are people like you and me, 
who have made it their aim in 
life to love God daily, and to 
love people as we want to be 
loved. It took the death of a 
young girl for me to realize 
that every one of us can be 
that kind of hero....if we re¬ 
ally want to be.

Pasture water sys¬ 
tems for livestock 

Providing a safe, reli¬ 
able supply of quality wa¬ 
ter for livestock is a good 
management practice. 
Livestock producers are 
doing more to protect the 
natural and constructed 
water courses from envi¬ 
ronmental contamina¬ 
tion. Direct access to 
surface water can lead to 
environmental problems, 
health problems in the 
herd and cause poor pas¬ 
ture use. Many trials 
have been undertaken to 
determine the benefits of 
pumping water to cattle 
versus direct access.

A market focus means tar¬ 
geting a business to a specific 
customer. It also means un¬ 
derstanding the market 
forces that affect that busi¬ 
ness. Market forces include 
competition, suppliers, politi¬ 
cal forces and technology 
change. Use these quick tips 
to speed up market focus 
scanning. 

Competition - take a sheet 
of paper and label four col¬ 
umns across the top: 
strengths, weaknesses, price 
and products. Down the side 
of the page list four or five 
main competi¬ 
tors. Don't 
forget to in¬ 
clude your 
business in 
the chart so 
you can com¬ 
pare yourself 
to the compe¬ 
tition. Do 
some in-store 
research and talk to the cus¬ 
tomers of competitors to en¬ 
sure you fill the quick chart 
out as completely as possi¬ 
ble. 

Suppliers - make another 
similar quick chart. Across the 
top of this page, label the four 
columns: price, delivery, serv¬ 
ice and technical or design ad¬ 
vice. Down the side of the page 
list up to four suppliers who are 
being or will be used. Depend¬ 
ing upon the business you may 
need to prepare a quick chart 
for suppliers of raw and/or proc¬ 
essed materials, distribution 
channels, technical advice and 
packaging goods. This quick 
chart is a great way to do some 
shopping for the businesses that 
can make a difference to the 
way it operates. 

Political forces - make sure 
you know which laws affect your 
business. When developing an 
agri-business, you need to un¬ 
derstand how the federal, pro¬ 
vincial and municipal govern¬ 
mental regulations affect the 
business. If using a Farmers' 
Market, there are provincial and 
municipal regulations to com¬ 
ply with. Consider what you are 
planning to grow or prepare for 
customers. Many commodity or¬ 
ganizations have regulations or

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Johnson’s first CFR bid boosted by Taber win 


Chad Johnson closed out the 
month of May with one of his 
better weekends of the spring 
when he won the closing indoor 
rodeo at Taber and finished fifth 
at Big Stone. 

The two-day run paid $1,527 
and moved him from ninth to 
sixth in the Canadian standings, 
as he bids for his first appear¬ 
ance in the post-season show¬ 
down at Edmonton. The 28- 
year-old pro, in his sixth sea¬ 
son, was fastest at Taber, with 
an 8.1 second run. 

But, ask him to describe it 
and he prefaces his remarks 
with a chuckle. 

"I almost fell off the horse, I 
almost fell on my face and I just 
kind of stumbled around," he 
says with a laugh." I was really 
lucky. I didn't think 1 was that 
fast." 

It was yet another classic 
example of what an accom¬ 
plished calf roper can get done 
in a short period of time - even 
when he doesn't put his mind to 
it. Johnson started the week¬ 
end off by wrapping his calf in 
9.1 at Big Stone, using a young 
horse he'd never before taken to 
a rodeo. 

"I borrowed Casey Butaud's 
horse this winter," says 
Johnson, but he took him home 
after the Cloverdale weekend. 
So I got on my young horse at 
Big Stone, and I was really happy 
with the way he worked." 

His dad had trained the seven- 
year-old bay that he calls 

Bradley. „ 

"I wasn't worried about him, 


says Johnson. "He's a pretty 
laid back horse, and there's not 
much that bothers him." 

But, he chose to leave Bradley 
tied to his trailer at Taber and 
opted for Larry Robinson's 
horse instead. 

"Being indoors, it gets kind of 
loud and it's hard for a young 
horse to work there without 
any experience," Johnson ex¬ 
plains. "But I'm going to start 
hauling him a little more and I’ll 
use him at the two (June) ro¬ 
deos at Grande Prairie and 
Hand Hills." 

Johnson - who has carried 
just over $5,000 in the calf rop¬ 
ing in Canada, $11,150 on both 
sides of the border and a total of 
$16,000, including team roping 
cash - had success with 
Robinson's horse earlier this 
spring at the Kananaskis Pro 
Rodeo in Coleman, where he 
picked up a spilt of sixth. 

The 1995 world calf rookie of 
the year, with nearly $23,000 in 
earnings, had his best season in 
1997 when he wound up 30 on 
the world stage at $31,500. But 
he's been in and out of the Cana¬ 
dian standings the last three or 
four years - not because of abil¬ 
ity but due to questions about 
whether or not he fell within the 
residency. 

Johnson's parents live two 
miles across the border from 
Del Bonita, AB. "I really don't 
live anywhere," says Johnson, 
who was born in Calgary and 
whose mother Linda is a Cana¬ 
dian, raised in Calgary. "When I 
work the winter rodeos, I stay 


at a friend’s place in Texas. The 
last couple of years, I've trav¬ 
elled with Joe Lucas and Darren 
Shaw up here and stayed at 
their places. Like I say., I really 
haven't had an address since I 
tool out my pro card in 1995. 
But I get all my mail at Del 
Bonita and I am a Canadian 
citizen." 

The CPRA cleared up the dis¬ 
crepancy last fall when it 
scrapped a residency clause, and 
ruled that the CFR is open to 
Canadian citizens and those 
contestants with landed immi¬ 
grant status. 

So, Chad Johnson is "one of 
ours," and he's made the Cana¬ 
dian Finals his first priority, 
not in one event, but two. He 
also hope to make it in the team 
roping. 

And he has to rank as an 
early favourite. He is second in 
the heeling category with just 
over $3,700. 

Who is his partner? 

Well there have been many 
this season - among them Lee 
Graves, Fred Whitfield, Curtis 
Cassidy and Jeff Chapman, who 
he'll tag with at Grande Prairie. 
That's also the rodeo that 
Chapman will crack out in the 
calf roping for the first time 
since tearing up his right knee 
at Laughlin, NV. Chapman, 
from Texas and married to 
Airdrie barrel racer Carolyn 
Metcalf, opted against surgery 
and has been taking rehab at 
the Lindsay Park Sports Centre 
in Calgary. 

Other top guns during the 


Big Stone/Taber weekend: 

•Bull rider Quentin Lowry 
was the high money winner, 
breaking out of a slump with a 
first at Big Stone and a split of 
first at Taber for $1,956. It lifted 
him from 48 to 19 in the 
standings. He rode a new Art 
Klassen-raised bull called Don 
for 84 points at Big Stone and 
Greg Kesler’s Peek A Boo at 
Taber for 83. 

•Dan Black won the bronc 
riding at Taber with the week¬ 
end's high riding event score of 
85 points in Greg Kesler's 


Flyin'Acres for $1,042. Denny 
Hay also hit four figures ($1,002) 
with a second at Taber and 
fourth at Big Stone. 

• Curtis Cassidy cashed in 
the steer wrestling at Taber and 
calf roping at Big Stone for 
$1,110, while Gordon Gulick 
picked up $1,818 in both events 
at Big Stone. 

•Frances Hargrave collected 
two cheques for $1,126 in the 
barrel racing and Scott Auclair 
doubled up with a split of first in 
the bull riding and third in team 
at Taber for $1,472.
